(Currently Amended) An isolated nucleic acid molecule which encodes a 
polypeptide, or s e quenc e variant th e r e of, wherein said polypeptide is a fragment of the 
polypeptide sequence represented in SEQ ID NO: 8 , wher e in the fragm e nt is a polyp e ptide 
fragm e nt consisting of amino acid r e sidu e s from about r e sidu e having at least 85% sequence 
identity with residues 128-224 of the amino acid sequence presented in SEQ ID NO: 8, e^a 
polyp e ptide fragment consisting of amino acid residues from about residu e 128 - 22 4 of the 
amino acid sequenc e pr e s e nt e d in SEQ ID NO: 8 wh e rein said s e quenc e has b ee n modified by 
addition, d e l e tion or substitution of at l e ast one amino acid residu e , wherein the polypeptide 
inhibits the apoptoic apoptotic activity of p53. 

2. (Currently Amended) The nucleic acid molecule according to Claim 1, wherein said 
molecule encodes a fragment consisting of amino acid residues from about r e sidu e 128-224 of 
the sequence represented in SEQ ID NO: 8. 

3. (Previously Presented) The nucleic acid molecule according to Claim 2, wherein said 
molecule is isolated from a human.

8. (Previously Presented) The nucleic acid molecule according to Claim 1, wherein said 
nucleic acid molecule is a cDNA or genomic DNA.

58. (New) The isolated nucleic acid molecule of claim 1, wherein the polypeptide has at 
least 99% sequence identity with amino acid residues 128-224 of the amino acid sequence 
presented in SEQ ID NO: 8. 

59. (New) An isolated nucleic acid molecule which encodes a polypeptide, wherein the 
amino acid sequence of the polypeptide has at least 95% sequence identity with residues 128-224 
of the amino acid sequence presented in SEQ ID NO: 8. 

60. (New) An isolated nucleic acid molecule which encodes a polypeptide, wherein the 
amino acid sequence of the polypeptide consists of residues 128-224 of the amino acid sequence 
presented in SEQ ID NO: 8. 
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
